their advancement? From the days of rabid 
and unconcitional, enforced and immediate 

‘bolition of slavery, on the one hand, and the 
maintenance of the just divinum of slavery on 
the other, throngh all the intervening isms. 
whether political or seetarian, down to the 
present, where (by a strange inconsistency) 
vo man is accounted thoroughly loyal who 
may venture modestly to suggest that a negro 
soldier is not much better than a white one.

The credo of to-day seals the political death 
of to-morrow’s aspirant, and notwithstanding 
our intolerance of any opinions at all unpop- 
nliar, the absolute correctness of our own, or 
those of the party with which we are affili- 
ated. remains justas obstinate as when we 
maintained an entirely ‘oppesite code of sen- 
timent.
